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The  creeds  comprised  at  lonijth  in  the  Liturgy 
of  the  Episcopal  cliiircli,  rc(|uire  jiarficidar  consi¬ 
deration.  These  arc  referred  to  by  name  in  the 
tliirty-nine  articles. 

“  Art.  VIII.  Of  the  Creeds. 

“  The  Nicene  creed,  and  tliat  which  is  common¬ 
ly  called  tlie  A^iostlcs’  creed,  ought  thorouglily  to 
be  received  and  believed;  for  llu'y  may  be  jiroved , 
by  most  certain  warrants  of  holy  Scripture.”  I 

How  well  lliey  can  be  sustained  by  Scripture,  | 
will  appear  in  the  seipicl,  after  we  lutve  shown,  asj 
far  as  practicable,  when  and  by  whom  they  were  1 
composed.  And  as  they  by  no  means  assert  the  I 
same  things,  nor  maintuin  the  same  doctrines,  it  is  \ 
difficult  to  imagine  how  they  can  both  be  “  proved  | 
by  most  certain  warrants  of  holy  Scripture.”  Itj 
is  sufficient  to  say,  in  this  place,  that  whatever  j 
may  be  thought  or  understood  rcsiiccting  these 
creeds  by  the  laity  of  the  Ejiiscojial  church,  her  | 
clergymen  know  I'hat  they  are  not  what  they  are  j 
set  forth  to  be  in  the  aforesaid  article.  They  well  | 
know,  that  what  is  called  the  Ajiostle’s  creed,  wasj 
wholly  unknown  for  several  centuries ;  and  that  the  | 
nominal  Nicene  creed  of  the  Liturgy,  is  really  the 
creed  of  Constantinople,  and  that  some  of  its  par¬ 
ticulars  were  not  recogni/.ed  by  the  fathers  of  the 
•ouncil  of  Nice, 

But  the  cliiireh  of  England  has  three  creeds. 
One  of  these,  denominated  the  Athanasian  creed, 
was  drop|)ed  wiiliout  remark,  by  the  Convention 
of  the  Episcopal  church  which  arranged  the  Book 
ofCommon  Prayer  for  the  United  .States.  Yet  this 
creed,  which  for  alisurility  of  doctrine,  blasphemy 
of  expression,  and  damnatory  penalties,  stands  uu-  i 
rivalled  among  the  remains  of  the  dark  ages — is 
permitted  to  be  said  or  sung  in  the  church  of  Eng¬ 
land  ! 

And  it  is  to  be  lamented  that  this  source  of  edi¬ 
fication  is  denied  to  the  faithful  of  that  communion 
in  this  country.  Its  omission  reminds  tis  of  the  re¬ 
mark  of  the  duke  of  Hamilton,  who,  on  being  in¬ 
troduced  to  th(!  pope,  was  told  that  it  was  customa¬ 
ry  to  kiss  the  slijiper  of  his  holiness — but  that,  as 
he  was  an  Englisiiman,  a  verj’  low  bow  would  be 
accepted.  “Why,”  said  the  tluke,  “if  we  must 
have  a  farce,  let  us,  by  all  means,  have  the  whole 
of  it” — and  he  accordingly  kissed  the  pope’s  toe. 
So,  if  the  Episcopal  churirh  finds  it  necessary  to 
have  at  least  tieo  creeds,  why  not  guard  its  doc¬ 
trines  by  retaining  the  third,  and  the  most  remark¬ 
able  which  was  ever  composed  !  Such  a  trio,  one 
must  think,  woubl  keep  the  opinions  of  almost  any 
but  Episcopalians  frotn  wandering! 

Besides,  by  silently  dropping  the  Athanasian 
creed  from  the  Liturgy,  the  lovers  of  the  marvel¬ 
lous — at  least  many  of  them — have  been  denied 
the  pleasure  of  speculating  upon  the  way  and 
manner  in  which  it  found  its  way  into  the  church. 
Concerning  which,  it  has  been  shrewdly  observed 
by  a  distinguished  writer,  that  “  no  one  knows  how 
it  got  into  the  church,  and  God  only  could  tell  when 
it  would  ever  get  out.”  But  perliaps  it  was  the  in¬ 
tention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  church  in  the 
United  States,  to  rid  the  church  of  this  creed  as 
quietly  as  possible,  in  order  to  preserve  a  similar¬ 
ity  between  its  insidious  ingress  and  sudden  egress. 
And  the  conseiiuence  is,  that  not  one  of  a  thousand 
of  its  present  members,  ever  heard  that  the  Atha¬ 
nasian  creed  was,  only  a  few  years  since,  a  part  of 
the  Liturgy. 

The  creed  ascribed  to  the  apostles,  and  which 
holds  so  conspicuous  a  place  in  the  Book  of  Com¬ 


mon  Prayer,  and  of  course,  in  the  services  of  the 
Episco|)al  church,  reads  thus: — 

“  I  believe  in  God,  the  Father  Almighty,  Maker 
of  heaven  and  earili ;  And  in  Jesus  Christ,  his  only 
Son,  our  Lord;  who  was  conceived  by  the  Holy 
Ghost;  born  of  the  Virgin  Mary;  suffered  under 
Pontius  Pilate  ;  was  crucified,  dead  and  buried  : 
lie  descended  into  hell ;  the  third  day  he  rose  from 
the  dead ;  he  ascended  into  heaven,  and  sitteth  on 
I  he  right  hand  of  God,  the  Father  Almighty;  from 
thence  he  shall  come  to  judge  the  quick  and  the 
ilead.  I  believe  in  the  Holy  (Jliost;  the  holy  Ca¬ 
tholic  church  ;  the  communion  of  saints;  the  for¬ 
giveness  of  sins ;  the  resurrection  of  the  body  ;  and 
the  life  everlasting.  Amen."  ^ 

Lord  King,  in  his  “  History  of  the  Apostles’ 
Creed,”  after  enumerating  the  particular  parts 
which,  by  tr.adition,  were  ascribed  to  the  stveral 
apostles,  says,  (p,  28,  Elizabethtown  ed.,  1S04,) 
“Now  as  to  the  truth  of  this  tradition,  I  tbinli  it  is 
altogether  to  be  denied,  and  that  for  several  rea¬ 
sons,  as  that  it  was  nigh  four  hundred  years  after 
Christ,  befoie  the  framing  of  the  ereed  by  the  apos¬ 
tles  was  ever  heard  of;  and  even  Rufinus,  himself, 
one  of  the  first  reporters  thereof,  though  in  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  his  commentary  he  doth  roundly  i’.ssert 
it,  yet  in  the  midst  thereof,  he  speaks  of  it  doubt¬ 
fully  as  if  its  authors  were  uncertain  and  unknown. 
^Moreover,  had  the  apostles  been  the  real  formers 
of  the  creed  before  their  dispersion  from  Jerusalem, 
it  cannot  be  imagined  that  St.  Luke,  in  his  li  story 
of  their  Acts,  would  have  wholly  omitted  so  con¬ 
siderable  a  fact  as  this,”  etc.  Again,  he  says,  (p. 
33,)  “As  for  the  authors  thereof,  it  cannot  be  de¬ 
nied  but  that  they  were  several  and  many  ;  the 
creed  was  neither  the  work  of  one  man,  nor  <  f  one 
day,  but  during  a  long  tract  of  time  passed  aueces- 
sivcly  through  several  hands,  ere  it  arrived  to  its 
jiresent  perfection,”  etc. 

On  page  42,  his  lordship  informs  us,  that  “the 
rejietition  of  the  creed  at  every  assembly  w  as  ap- 
]K)intcd  in  the  Eastern  church,  by  Timothy,  arch¬ 
bishop  of  Constantinople,  in  the  reign  of  tlie  env 
peror  Anastasius,  who,  after  having  governed  the 
empire  twenty-seven  years,  died  anno  521.”  But 
on  the  very  next  page  he  gives  us  this  singular 
j  information.  “  It  must  indeed  be  owned,  that  the 
creed  appointed  to  be  read  in  the  church,  b.  th  by 
Timothy,  ardibishop  of  Constantinople,  and  the 
third  council  of  Toledo,  was  the  Nicene,  or  Con- 
stantinopolitan  creed,”  etc. 

From  this,  it  appears  that  no  creed  war-  con¬ 
stantly  repeated  every  Sabbath,  in  the  church, 
before  almost  the  middle  of  the  sixth  century — and 
'  that,  even  then,  it  was  not  what  is  called  “  the 
Apostles’  creed.”  So  much  for  the  formation, 
antiquity,  and  use  of  this  symbol  of  Episcopacy! 

The  other  creed  designated  in  the  Sth  article, 
already  quoted,  is  denominated  the  Nicene  creed. 
By  which  it  is  to  be  inferred  that  the  creed  drawn 
n|)  tind  adopted  at  the  council  of  Nice,  is  intended. 
But  whatever  may  have  been  intended — i:  is  not 
the  Nicene  creed,  nor  was  it  fabricated  until  more 
than  fifty  years  after  the  council  of  Nice.  Several 
particulars  not  named — and  jirobably  not  ♦  bought 
of  by  the  fathers  of  that  conncil — are  tout;  hied  in 
this  creed.  And  it  is  probable,  that  been,  te  cer¬ 
tain  doctrines  had  now  attained  their  maturity,  and 
are  there  expressed  in  a  manner  unknowi.  to  the 
creed  of  Nice,  it  was  preferred.  And  yet  some 
of  these  doctrines  are  the  identical  ones,  \'  ith  the 
disbelief  of  which,  a  British  writer  reproac  ues  the 
church  of  England.  It  reads  thus ; — 

“I  believe  in  one  Go<l,  the  Father  Almighty, 
Maker  of  heaven  and  earth,  and  of  all  things  visi¬ 
ble  and  invisible:.  Ajxd  in  one  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 


j  the  only  begotten  Son  of  God,  begotten  of  his  Fa- 
j  ther  beibre  all  worlds:  Gorlof  God,  Light  of  Light, 
very  God  of  very  God ;  begotten,  net  made,  being 
of  one  substance  with  the  Father;  by  whom  all 
things  were  made;  who  for  us  men,  and  for  our 
salvation,  came  down  from  heaven,  and  was  in¬ 
carnate,  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  of  the  Virgin  Mary, 
and  was  made  man,  and  was  crucified  also  for  us, 
under  Pontius  Pilate.  He  sufiered  and  was  bu- 
I  ried,  and  the  third  day  he  rose  again  according  to 
j  the  Scriptures,  and  ascended  into  heaven,  and  sit- 
I  teth  on  tlie  right  hand  of  the  Father ;  and  he  shall 
come  again  with  glory  to  judge  both  the  quick  and 
the  dead  ;  whose  kingdom  shall  have  no  end.  And 
I  believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost,  the  Lord  and  Giver  of 
I  life ;  who  proecedeth  from  the  Father  and  the  Son ; 

I  who  with  the  Father  and  Son  together,  is  worship¬ 
ped  and  glorified  ;  who  spake  by  the  projihets. — 
And!  believe  in  one  Catholic  and  Apostolic  church; 

I  acknowledge  one  Baptism  for  the  remission  of 
sins ;  and  I  look  for  the  resurrection  of  the  dead, 
and  the  life  of  the  world  to  come.  Amen." 

Of  this  creed,  the  learned  Cave  says,  “The 
reader  will  observe  that  this  is  one  of  the  three 
famous  creeds  which  our  church  has  adopted  into 
her  solemn  Liturgy,  and  which  commonly  passes 
under  the  name  of  the  Nicene  creed  at  this  day- 
When,  as  ’tia  plain,  ’tis  not  the  Nicene  creed, 
(which  we  have  represented  in  anotlier  place,)  but 
an  explanation  of  it,  especially  in  the  article  about 
the  Holy  Ghost;  and  was  composed  (as  the  coun¬ 
cil  of  Chalcedon  assures  us)  by  this^iynod,  at  Con¬ 
stantinople.”  (Lives  of  the  Fathers!^  fol.  ed.,  Vil. 
Greg.  Naz.) 

This  synod  was  convened  by  the  emperor  The¬ 
odosius,  in  A.  D.  381,  and  the  above  creed  is  sup¬ 
posed  to  have  been  composed  by  Gregory  Nyssen. 
Whereas,  the  council  of  Nice  met  in  A.  D.  325, 
and  the  creed  then  adopted  was  always  ascribed 
to  Hosius,  bishop  of  Corduba. 

But  there  are  differences  in  the  two  creeds,  of 
much  greater  importance  than  attaches  to  their 
respective  dates.  For  we  are  much  less  interest¬ 
ed  in  the  time  when  they  were  composed,  than  in 
the  doctrines  which  they  assert-  The  creed  of  the 
Liturgy,  not  only  contains  the  confession  of  belief 
in  the  Holy  Ghost,  but  acknowledges  that  it  is  both 
“  the  Lord  and  Giver  of  life” — “  proceedeth  from  the 
Father  and  the  Son,”  and  is  with  them  “worship¬ 
ped  and  glorified.”  Now  there  is  not  a  word  of  all 
this  in  the  creed  adopted  by  the  council  of  Nice. 
It  seems  not  to  have  been  known  to  the  bishops 
and  fathers  of  that  council,  that  the  Holy  Spirit 
was  either  “the  Lord  and  Giver  of  life,”  or  that  it 
was  to  be  “worshipped  and  glorified,”  together 
with  the  Father  and  the  Son. 

.\nother  circumstance  deserving  especial  notice, 
is  also  fully  explained  by  Cave,  respecting  the  pro¬ 
cession  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  He  says,  “  T  is  obvi¬ 
ous,  likewise,  that  herein  (the  Nicene  creed)  is 
wanting  what  our  creed  asserts,  concerning  the 
Holy  Ghost’s  proceeding  both  from  the  F ather  and 
THE  Son,  this  being  added  afterwards.  The  pre¬ 
cise  time  when  this  so  much  controverted  addition 
was  made,  is  not  casie  to  be  adjusted.  *  *  • 

It  seems  not  to  have  gainetl  any  public  j  lace  in 
the  creed,  ’till  the  time  of  pope  Nicholaus  I.,  who 
entered  upon  that  See,  A.  D.  &58,  and  to  have  been 
discovered  when  the  quarrel  broke  out  between 
!  him  and  Photius,  patriarch  of  Constantinople.” 

From  this,  and  much  more  to  the  same  import, 
it  appears  that  a  part,  and  a  very  important  part  of 
what  is  called  the  Nicene  oreed,  so  far  from  having 
been  professed  or  asserted  by  the  council  of  Nice, 
did  not  find  a  place  in  the  standards  of  the  church 
for  more  than  jive  hundred  year*  afterwards,  so  that

The  river  opposite  to  the  town  (Canton)  is  almost  co-  ! 
vered  with  boats  of  various  sizes  and  descriptions,  in  tlu'  j 
principal  part  of  which  the  owners,  who  arc  of  the  poorer  \ 
class,  reside.  Thousands  are  horn,  brought  up  (uul  die  ' 
iu  tlicse  bouts,  having  no  niorc  cominuiiication  with  the  I 
ihorc  than  necessity  conqiels.  These  boats  are  covered  ,, 
over  in  the  after  part  with  a  kind  of  humlioo  matting,  || 
sufliciently  .strong  and  water  jiroof  to  keep  out  tbe  rain,  | 
and  of  length  sufficient  to  allow  tlicm  to  lie  down  uncx-  - 
posed  to  sight.  These  poor  creatures,  from  being  con- 
mied  in  so  small  a  place—  accustomed  to  squat  upon  their 
Lams  and  crawl  about  the  boat — are  generally  very 
awkwsn!  in  their  motions  when  on  their  feet.  'J'heir  | 
male  children  are  taught  the  art  of  swimming  as  soon  as  j 
they  know  the  n.se  of  their  legs,  (ditil  which  time  they  j 
wear  a  calabash  suspended  round  their  necks,  to  buoy  : 
them  up  in  case  of  their  falling  overboard. — Mii  Arcount 
of  the  Chinese. 

j  CHINESE  WOMEN. 

Corpulency  is  deemed  a  beauty  in  men,  but  a  blemish 
iu  women.  Tlie  women  have  usually  a  peculiarly  arch¬ 
ed  eye-brow,  as  much  the  effect  of  art  as  nat((r0— a  very 
unmeaning  face,  and  among  the  higher  cla.“scs,  ex.-eed-  I 
ingly  small  feet,  from  the  tight  pres.snre,  during  infanev 
and  childhood  of  small  wooden  shoes.  This  c((stoin  origl- 
uated  (as  described  in  Chinese  history)  several  reiituric.s 
back,  when  a  large  body  of  females  rose  against,  and  eii-  I 
dcavored  to  overthrow  the  government.  I'o  prevent  the 
recurrence  of  such  an  event,  the  use  of  wooden  shoes 
was  enforced  on  all  fetnale  infants,  so  small  as  to  riisabln 
Ihein,  witlioiit  great  pain  to  make  any  use  ol'  their  fijel. 
Tills  custom  has  now  heconie  .“o  fniniliar  from  long  iis.age. 
tiiat  a  small  foot  is  reckoned  one  of  the  greatest  atln.c- 
tlcns  a  Chinese  female  can  pos.ses.s. — Ih.
